Innovation In Budgeting 


I f Gov. L a w re n c e ’s anticipation of a 
general fund budget balance is realized 
at the conclusion of the current fiscal 
year, he will have accomplished a feat 
that has not been achieved in 14 years 
in Pennsylvania. A balanced budget, set­ 
ting the foundation for sounder eco­ 
nomic planning, should he hailed by all 
commonwealth residents. 
The governor and his budget secre­ 
tary arrive at their conclusion on the 
strength 
of 
conservative 
estimates, 
based on some expansion of the econ­ 
omy. Republicans argue that there may 
be a $30 million surplus, sufficient to 
finance educational improvements which 
were abandoned when the legislature 
failed to agree on a tax. Rut Pennsyl­ 
vania’s experience with inflated revenue 
estimates in past years suggests that 
acceptance of a more conservative esti­ 
mate be a more prudent move. 


A balanced budget has been one of 
the governor's major goals. The $1 ll 
million deficit he inherited from the 
leader administration was pared to $33 
million at the beginning of this year 
and this red-ink entry may be wjjved out 
if current estimates are proved correct. 
While the administration is to be com­ 
mended for careful budget management, 
applause also is due Republicans in the 
legislature who helped approve the gov­ 
ernor’* 
financial 
program.

Does one select a surgeon 
who has not Ii id experience with 
th® use of instruments, or a doc­ 
tor who has bad no internship 
and lacks an understanding of 
human nature? Do we select our 
barber, beautician,, electrician, 
or auto mechanic solely on the 
basis of subject-matter know­ 
ledge? 
What are the courses in edu­ 
cation and pedagogy that the 
critics 
propose 
to 
eliminate? 
Are we to certify teachers solely 
on the basis of subject-matter 
knowledge? Should the beginning 
teacher know little or nothing 
about child psychology, the hu­ 
man mind and how it functions, 
how we learn, methods of teach­ 
ing. factors contributing to suc­ 
cess in teaching, or practice 
teaching? What makes a good 
teacher? Whats wrong about 
having a little knowledge of the 
history of education? flan the 
lawyer 
get 
along 
without 
a 
knowledge of legal history? 
Are we to lower the standard* 
of entry into the teaching pro­ 
fession because of exceptional 
cases? If so. then why not lower 
the standards for entry into the 
legal, medical, dental, account­ 
ing. clerical (clergy) or other 
professions? 
Anyone who contends that "th# 
chief reason so many districts 
arr*clamoring for more state or 
federal aid is that they WILL 
not rather than CAN not, help 
themselves" is not acquainted 
with the facts and is not realis­ 
tic in his thinking, 'There prob­ 
ably are no districts that can’t 
do more, but there is a very 
wide range among districts in 
their rapacity to support public 
education.
